A substantial reduction in supplies here this 
week “failed to reflect any corresponding 
activity or, indeed, any improvement in the 
trade; in fact, market developed no new 
feature from previous one. Prime handy- 
weight beasts, which formed a minor per- 
centage of the gathering, were steadily 
negotiated around last week's full terms; but 
there was a more dragging and irregular dis- 
position shown when dealing with the plainer 
and commoner descriptions of animals. How 
ever, nothing with any pretensions to useful- 
ness could be purchased at less money. There 
was a full attendance of home and export 
buyers, with trade in the latter direction 
tolerably satisfactory, but again many com- 
plaints were heard as to the small number 
of licences available. Prices, however, 
showed little, if any, change over the day’s 
proceedings, but off-take, both for Germany 
and cross-Channel centres, showed a further 
shrinkage. Local victuallers were cautious 
bidders, but, with suitable beasts on the 
scarce side, prices were fairly well maintained, 
with heifers more easily cleared, at: Best 
bullocks and heifers, 20s. to 22s., extra 


around 23s. 6d. per cwt.; useful sorts, 18s. to 


19s., and rougher, 16s. to 17s. Notwith- 
standing the big drop in numbers of beef 
cows for sale, trade proved most disappoint- 
ing,. there being practically no want locally, 
and, with less numbers taken for Germany, 
market proved a bad selling one, with large 
numbers turned out unsold at 7s.- to 14s. per 
cwt., according to class. 


SHEEP AND LAMBS. 

Owing to dipping order, there was a large 
decrease in supplies here. Lambs proved a 
tolerably busy and firmer trade, with ordinary 

ens more readily placed at previous values ; 
but for the better selections buyers were in 
keen competition, with a recovery of 1s. to 
Qs. per head on last week's drop. Choice 
handy-weights of butchers’ wethers about as 
before quoted, but coarse and heavy mutton 
still dull and uneven. Fresh. ewés still 
scarce and steady. but old © neglected, 
notwithstanding the good value for money 
offered. Generally speaking, market showed 
more life for lambs at firm to dearer rates;

DAIRY CATTLE.

There was 
a fair momber of buyers about, but biddings 
were more erratic as compared with last 
week’s experience, Otherwise there was no 
noticeable change, valnes working out on a 
similar basis after reckoning with the ups 
and downs of bargaining; but the small and 
doubtful cows proved in excess of require- 
ments and failed to sell up.

‘WHAT ABOUT BREAKFAST IN THE 
GARDEN ? 


N the whole we azz yearly becoming 
more sensible about sunshine.

ANNOUNCED 
——— 


(SEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 


Avsettlement was received and made a rule 
of Court in an action, in which James Berry, 
A minor, suing by his father, Charles Berry, 
60 Townsend street, Dublin, claimed damages 
for personal injuries from Joseph O'Neill, 122 
Iveragh road, Drumcondra, Dublin, when he 
was knocked down by the defendant’s motor 


Car. 

Mr. Charles §. Campbell, K.C., with whom was 
Mr. Patrick Bourke (instructed by Mr. J. 
Cornelius Ruttledge), for the plaintiff, said 
that the minor was fourteen years of age, and 
was carrying a bag across Townsend street on 
the 24th December last, when he was knocked 
down by the defendant’s motor car and rather 
seriously injured. The defendant had offered 
to pay the plaintiff £400 and taxed costs, and 
in view of the plea of contributory negligence 
by the defendant he and Mr, ‘Souke were 
satisfied that this offer should be accepted ir 
the interests of the minor.

The prisoners in the dock at the Central 
Criminal Court are:—John Reynolds and 
James Joseph Reynolds (a farmer’s sons), 
John Shanley (garage. proprietor}, all of 
Dromod, County Leitrim, and William 
Mulligan (carpenter), Longford town. 

Counsel in the case are:—For the At- 
torney-General, Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., 
and Mr. Kevin Haugh {instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor); for the prisoners 
Shanley and John Reynolds, Mr. A. Lynn, 
and for the prisoners, Mulligan and James 
Reynolds, Mr. Art O’Connor (both defending 
counsel instructed by Mr. George P. Hogan). 

When yesterday’s hearing began, Mr. Lynn 
applied to have certain “station guard books'' 
lodged in Court, until the cross-examination 
of police witnesses had been completed.

Edgeworthstown, and on to Lisard House;

MADE NO REPLY 


Superintendent Patrick Glynn (Mullingar)

The 
nine local men who were put with the accused 
men came from the same positions in life, 
were similarly dressed, and of about the 
same ages and height. None of the wit- 
nesses saw, before the parade, any of the 
prisoners, who were in the cellg before they 
arrived, ér any of the local men, who were 
In a seperate room. 

The witness asked the prisoners three times, 
hefore the parade, for their names and ad- 
dresses; they did not answer.

Before the parade began the witness had 
asked the accused men and the others to 
put on Guard caps and coats, of which 
thirteen sets were provided in the room. The 
local men began to do this. but the prisoners 
made no move, and the: witness thereupon 
directed the local men to take off the uni- 
eee K. 
When the: parade. began, therefore, all 
thirteen men were in eivilian clothes. The 
witness warned the prisoners that the wit- 
nesses who would be brought in were there 
to identify persons in connection with the 
Lisard murder. 

The first witness brought in was Mr. Gerald 
More O’Ferrall, father of Richard. 

On his sécond time of passing along the 
line of men, Mr. More O’Ferrall stopped 
opposite the prisoner Mulligan.

Mr. Maguire—Who was the next person 
brought into the room ?—Miss Marjorie More 
O’Ferrall.

Sergeant Thomas -Duffy (Mullingar) cor- 
roborated regarding the identification parade. 

He added that, when Miss Webster identi- 
fied No. 8 on the parade (a Mullingar man, 
not one of those accused) J. J. Reynolds 
said to Shanley ‘‘ That will take the harm 
out of it.”’ 

Superintendent Patrick J. Finnegan corro- 
borated’ regarding the circumstances of the 
identification parade. He said that after 
the maid. Mary Feeley, said that she could 
not identify any person, J. J. Reynolds re- 
marked: “‘ You cannot buy the poor Irish. 
Imperialist dirt can be bought.” 


THE ARRESTS 


He said that he arrested the four, accused 
men on the lst April—three at Carrick-on- 
Shannon Police Barracks and Mulligan at 
Longford. 

Upon being’ charged with murder and 
conspiracy, Mulligan said: ‘‘ I know nothing 
about them,” and Shanley said: “It is a 
complete frame-up.”” The others made no 
statement. The three men arrested at 
Carrick-on-Shannon were taken before the 
District Justice, and an order for transmission 
to Longford was granted. There was nobody 
present except the Justice, police and 
journalists. All four were, at Longford on 
the same day, brought before a special Court 
and remanded. Again, only the police and 
journalists were present in court. 

To a question from the judge later, the 
witness said he had not had time to read 
the newspapers since the Lisard murder 
occurred. i 

To Mr. O'Connor, he said that he was not 
interested in whether the newspapers repre- 
sented him fairly or unfairly. 

The Judge—I should say, from my own 
experience, that the case he was interested 
in, was the one he was least likely to read. 

The Superintendent—I have read nothing 
of what has happened in Green street since 
this case began, 

Further, in reply to Mr. O'Connor, the 
Superintendent denied that he had made 
“‘ some ugly remark ”’ to a prisoner, or struck 
him, before the man was charged. It was 
incorrect to suggest that when -he came to 
the, word “ murder ” in the charge, he said 
to John Reynolds: ‘‘ Do you hear that?” 

Mr. O'Connor produced copies of the 
Irish Times and Independent of 2nd April, 
and showed the reports of. the Longford 
District Court hearing. 

The Superintendent would not say definitely 
if he had read the iatter paper's report; he 
had not seen the former. 

To Mr. Lynn, the Superintendent answered 
that it was correct ‘that a nnmber of young 
people had gathered outside the Longford 
Court, cheered the prisoners, and cried 
“ Long live the Republic!” He had not pre- 
viously meant to suggest to the jury that no 
person could have seen the prisoners, at 
their Court appearances, except the police 
and journalists, In the course of his investi- 
gations, he took 250 statements. |

SERVICE OF NOTICES TO 
QUIT 


Severe criticism of the lax manner in which 
notices to quit were served on tenants of Dun 
Laoghaire Corporation houses was made by 
District Justice Cussen in the local District 
Court yesterday. 

A rent collector, Fletcher Warren, who 
appeared in several cases 'rermarked in one 
case that he had served notice to quit on the 
defendant’s wife. 

Mr. Cussen said that he fornd in many 
sich cases that husbands were nnaware that 
rent was due until the Sheriff's ‘officer arrived 
at the house. He considered that the notices 
to qint should be served on the husband, and 
he directed that the collector should see the 
defendant personally. 

In another case the defendant, a woman, 
said that notice to quit was not’ served upon 
her; she was out one dav, and when she got 
home she found the notice ón the kitchen 
table. 

The rent collector said that there was no 
body in the house, so he left the notice on 
the table. 

Mr. Cussen—Do you call that service? The 
osition of these tenants is very serious. 
This man could not swear that he served the 
notice to quit. I have found the same slack- 


ness in another district that I find here now. 
The tenants are entitled to the protection of 


Subsequently Mr, Warren told the District 
Justice that the Borough Manager, Mr. P. J. 
Hernon, signed-the notice to quit forms in 
blank before the details were inserted. 

Mr. Cussen said that the Borough Manager 
did not sign a notice to quit when he signed 
a blank form—he just signed a sheet of paper

CLAIM FOR EXCESS 
RENTS 


BARRED AFTER TWO YEARS 


From Our Corresponpent, 
CORKS Thursday. 

Giving jadgment in a’ case under the 
Rent Restriction Act here to-day, Judge 
O'Donnell said that the Act" was passed 
to meet an emergency, and a tenant who 
wished to recover any payments made by 
him m excess of those permitted by the 
Act should not sleep on his rights. 
Act enabled a tenant to break a contract 
which he made with his landlord and to 
have a new rent fixed according to Statute. 
He could also recover payments made 
under his contract in excess of those per- 
mitted by the Statute, but the tenant 
should seek to reeover these excess pay- 
ments within reasonable time. To wait for 
‘a period of twenty years when the original 
lessor might have died .or otherwise 
dealt with his property seemed wholly in- 
equitable, and on all grounds he held that 
the period oflimitation for recovery of 
excess payment@ is two years. ‘‘ This 
point is very important,” added Judge 
O'Donnell, “ and I trust the matter will 
be carried further for fuller argument 
and binding decision.”

Anna Liffey 


In the days when the Irish capital was 
firmly saddled with the epithets “ dear '' 
and “ dirty,” Anna Liffey was responsible 
for a good deal of the worse part of its 
reputation. The river, indeed, kept its 
charm intact up to the moment that it 
flowed past Kingsbridge, but from that 
point onwards it embarked on a rake’s 
progress, and when it emerged into the sea 
it had come to the end of a journey which 
was a credit neither to itself nor to the city 
through which it had been pursued. Those 
days, fortunately, have passed. Dublin 
may not be as clean as some other towns, 
but, at least, dirtiness no longer is her 
main characteristic; and the Liffey, also, 
has reformed somewhat. Thirty years ago 
the most noticeable—and most unpleasant 
—feature of the river was due to the fact 
that all the sewage of the town was dis- 
charged into it, and the more modern 
system of the present day has brought 
about a great change for the better. At 
the same time, even the most fervent 
admirer of the Liffey hardly would main- 


tain that it is a pleasant river at low tide,

“ Mr. Lloyd George presumably means 
that he has information that the German 
delegates proposed the insertion of a 
clause to that effect in the agreement 
which was reached during the conversa- 


tions and has been published. 


‘‘ If so, his information is entirely in- 
correct. At no time was it suggested that 
any such clause should be inserted in that 
agreement. The German delegation has 
this morning confirmed the accuracy of 
this, and, indeed, such a clause would 
have been quite inappropriate to an agree- 


ment of this kind. 


‘‘ What the German delegates did was 
to express themselves as in accord with 
this country in its desire, which he have 
repeatedly expressed, and of which they

The Times remarks to-day in a leading 
article: —A large number of questions in 
the House of Commons yesterday de- 
monstrated both a vigilant public interest 
in the Italo-Abyssinian dispute and the 
concern which always shows itself when 
there is ‘any question of transferring 
British territory. The answers of Mr. 
Macdonald and Mr. Eden should allay 
the misgivings of super-patriots. No one 
regards it as a light matter to offer, even 
in the most tentative manner, a part of 
a British colony to another country. Nor 
in this case was any compensation in kind 
suggested. But there may be other com- 


pensations which would be of greater value 


to the British Empire—and to the world 
at large—than a strip of equivalent terri- 
tory somewhere else. It was the very 


essence of the offer that its acceptance 


implied a settlement of the whole Italo- 
Abyssinian dispute. When it is considered 


how widely the ramifications of. that 
dispute extend and what are its possible 
consequences, the price to be paid, which 


is not without precedent, does not seem 
a very high one. The issue of peace or 
war is at stake and of the whole future 


of the League of Nations, 


The whole purpose of diplomacy must 


clearly be to find a solution which can be 
reconciled with the principles of the 
Covenant. It has been suggested in

It is observed, moreover, that Great 
Britain has been unwilling to tie herself 
beforehand to definite action in regard to 
Austria, and that, therefore, it is absurd 


to suppose that she would be ready to take 


action on the League’s behalf in such a 


comparatively unimportant part of the 
world as Abyssinia. The two cases are, of 
course, by no means parallel, and it is 
possible that colonial and African matters 
touch the attention of the British public 
and the interests of the Empire more 
nearly than the problems of Central 
Europe.

WANTS FASCISTS

ROWING tension between China and 
Japan, hitherto located in the 
North, was to-day suddenly transferred 
to the great cosmopolitan city of Shanghai, 
with its 11,000 British residents. 

Reports from Nanking announced ths 
presentation by the Japanese Ambassador 
of demands for sweeping changes here, and 
it was learned that the Japanese cruiser 
Iwate, now at Shanghai, had indefinitely, 
postponed its scheduled departure, 

An ominous situation is developing. It 
started with the appearance in the New 
Life Weekly, published here, of an article 
which Japanese residents regard as an 
insult to their Emperor. To-day inflam- 
matory handbills were being distributed 
among the Japanese community, and some 
of the more unruly elements were spoiling 
for trouble. 

A section of the Japanese residents is 
known to be pressing for the suppression 
of the Kuomintang, the central party of 
the Chinese Nationalist movement. 


MAY PROVOKE INCIDENT 


It is feared that Japanese extremists 
may insist on the punishment of some of 
the highest officials of the Kuomintang, 
and this demand is bound to lead to 
resistance. 

There is also the danger that incensed 
elements in the Japanese community here 
may provoke an incident leading to mili< 
tary action. At the same time, the 
Chinese populace may cause trouble if 
their Government gives way. 

The Japanese civil authorities ara 
anxious to limit the scope of the incident, 
to forestall the possibility of the military, 
and naval authorities stepping in. 

With 25,000 residents, the Japanese ara 
the biggest foreign community in the inters 
national settlement of Shanghai. 


FIVE DEMANDS 


Following are the five demands prés 
sented in Nanking to-day by Mr, Akira 
Ariyoshi, the Japanese Ambassador :— 

(1) The dismissal of the Director of 
Social. Affairs in the municipality of 
Greater Shanghai ; . 

(2) The abolition of the Kuomintang 
headqnarters in Shanghai ; | 

(3) The suppression of the Blue Shirts 
—the Chinese Fascist Party—in Shanghai; 

(4) An apology from the ‘Chinese 
Government ; 

(5). A guarantee that the Kuomintang 
authorities in Nanking will take effective 
measures to prevent the occurrence of - 
similar incidents. i 

Shanghai is governed by a municipal 
council of five British, two Japanese, twa 
Americans and five Chinese. It controlg 
a very efficient international volunteer 
force of about 1,800 men, ineludin 
cavalry, infantry and light artillery, and 
a police force of over 7,000—foreigners, 
Sikhs and Chinese.

M-: C. F, .H. GRAINGER, the sole 
assenger in the air liner which 
plung 
a, P rtsmouth, arrived at Fowey, Corn- 
wall, 
Stanmpre. When the boat picked him up 
he wag virtually unconscious, after strug- 
gling with the waves for nearly two nours. 
Mr. Grainger fears that the pilot, 
Captain W. Ogden, who was strapped in 
the co¢kpit, went down with his plane, 

When the steamer docked Mr, Grainger 
seemed shaken, but otherwise was little 
the worse for his ordeal. 

He told on his arrival how, warned by 
the pilot that he might be forced into the 
sea, hé put on a lifebelt and waited for 
the crash. 

He escaped through the emergency ósit 
in. the fuselage, and watched the air liner 
sink a quarter of an hour after she struck 
the water. 

“The aeroplane left Guernsey at 5.40 
p.m.,’’|said Mr, Grainger, “ but prior to 
starting considerable difficulty had been 
urs gon iced in starting up the right-hand 
side engine. When the ’plane had been in 
the airí some time trouble was noticed on 
this Pat off engine, which eventually 


shut right off. : 
STR APPED IN COCKPIT 


“When the pilot warned me that he 
might be compelled to land on the sea, 
both hé and I put on lifebelts. He made 
the forced lending about ten miles from 
the English coast. 

“The pilot was strapped in the cockpit, 
but . managed to get through the emer- 
gency exit.” 

Before the Stanmore reached FoWey a 
launch went alongside, and Mr. Grainger 
was taken ashore. Hatless and wearing a 
blue suit, he was obviously very shaken 
by his experiences, and two men had to 
help him as he clambered down a rope 
ladder into the launch. 

He waved farewell as he left the ship, 
but he was so weak that he had to be half- 
lifted ont of the boat to get ashore. 

lie was taken to the back entrance into 
the offices of Lloyds agents at Fowey. He 
at once telephoned to his father in London 
and to other friends. 

Captain W. E. Herbert, of Llanon, 
Cardiganshire, the captain of the Stan- 
more, gaid that he thought that if they 
had found Mr. Grainger ten minutes later 
he would have been dead. 

‘It was shortly after 8 o'clock when we 
were ten miles off Anvil Point, about 22 
miles from the Needles, that one of my 
officers thought he heard a cry or a groan,”’ 
he said, 


“JUST IN TIME” 


“We scanned the neighbourhood and 
saw a figure floundering in the sea. We 
manceuyred the boat alongside and found 
a man jin a lifebelt..

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MINISTER’S AND LORD 
MAYOR’S TRIBUTES 


HE _principal items .in last -night’s 

2 Anieri¢an programme on the Athlone 

Radio. wete an address by the ‘Lord 

Mayor of Dublin (Alderman A. Byrne, T.D.), 
on the occasion of the celebration of Ameti- 
can Independence, and a reply by the Ameri- 
can Minister (Mr, A. M. Owsley). 

The Lord Mayor began by expressing his 
great pleasure in greting. on behalf of the 
citizens of Dublin, the Minister in person, 
“the great United States of America and its 
mightly people that are the source of that 
greatness.” 

Millions of the Irish people, he said, had 
derived great benefits from American institu- 
‘ticns and the American people, and through 
their help again many of the Irish people 
at home had heen enabled to carry on and 
make good against all difficulties. The Irish 
people fully appreciated all that, and were 
proud of the great Republic. Amierican in- 
fluence wag not merely material, She had 
led the way in material. progress, it was 
true, and hy the large-scale organisation of 
her industries had spread the benefits of 
science throughout the world. 

Though the Irish people valued the material 
progress of America, they valued still more 
its moral influence in the counsels of the 
nations, making, as it did, for democratic 
government and human welfare. That was 
why they attached so much i#mportance 
to the arrival on their shores of 
the new American Minister. His 
dearest wish was that those — excellent 
sentiments which, as Lord Mayor of Dublin, 
he knew existed here, and, as a recent. visitor 
to America’s shores, he knew were also wide 
spread in the United States, might take shape 
in the form of material rR. They had a 
saying here, “ An ounce of help is worth a 
pound of sympathy.” 


MUTUAL ASSISTANCE 


Having referred to the unemployment 
problem in beth countries, the Lord Mayor 
asked if it was too much to hope that the 
splendid sentiments entertained by their 
peoples cn both sides of the Atlantic would 
take shape in the form of greater efforts to 
help each other in mutual difficulties. 

It should not. be beyond our intelligence, he 
said, as it certainly 1s not beyond our good- 
will, to speed up the existing ‘trade between 
the two countries, and place our commercial 
relations more nearly on a basis of equality 
than at present. The Irish in America and 
the friends of Ireland in your great country 
want Irish goods; and, with the present 
growth of Irish industry in all branches, we 
are increasingly aye me to-supply this big 
market with goods that our people and their 
friends will be glad to have+-sound in gi? 
and at the right price. There can hardly be 
any clash between the industrial progress of 
mighty America and Trish industrial pro- 
gress. If there is, the details could be easily 
arranged by mutual goodwill, which we know 
exists, whereas in all other points, in ‘which 
there is no essential difficulty, the excellent 
relations established between us sbould 
enable us to improve’ greatly our present 
commercial conditions. 


MINISTER’S REPLY 


His Excellency, Mr. Alvin M. O@sley, was 
introduced by the playing of the American 
National Anthem. He said that. it was a 
very great plédsure to greet everybody b 
means of that night’s excellent radio broad- 
cast. . Especially did he feel complimented 
to be allowed to address a message to the 
Irish people on the occasion of the birth- 
day of his country, which marked the 159th 
year of the independence of the United 
tates of America, Naturally he was thrilled 
to hear the playing of his country’s Nationa! 
Anthem, “ The Star Spangled Banner,’ on 
foreign soil. It is, he said, a good omen 
to me. I feel that I am in the hands of 
the hospitable people that .grace the Irish 
Free State. Referring to the Lord Mayor's 
re-election to office, he said: It must be a 
source of very great gratification and satis- 
faction to any man in public life ouring 
these trying times to feel that he is wante 
for the sixth time in succession in high 
public office. 1 congratulate the new, or, 
rather, may I say, the old Lord Mayor, and, 
I should add, “My Lord Mayor,” since I 
am so near to becoming one of his fellow- 
citigens, = * : : 
The Minister went on to speak of the 
Lord Mayor’s “' recent, triumphant visit to 
America,” and remarked that they were ac- 
customed to welcoming distinguished visitors 
to his country; yet he could truthfully say 
that the Lord Mayor of Dublin was received 
with unusual enthusiasm by the American 
people, and was the centre of attraction 
wherever he went. , They. were looking for 
the return visit of this distinguished Irish- 
man—a visit which, he hoped, would em- 
brace Chicago, Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco, on the Pacific coast.
